Acccvnt  f^f  F.  W,  Montague,  cch- 

eluded.  5813 

Rom  Abbe  Winkclman’s  Letters, 
dited  in  the  Ume  year  1765,  y^e 
learn  an  r.nccdotc  of  Mr  Montague,  not 
calculated  to  craze  any  unfavouiable  opi¬ 
nion  which  n>ay  have  been  cnieriained  ot 
him.  “  At  Al»  X  indria,”  fays  the  Abbt, 
“  he  (Monta^iue)  got  acquainted  with 
thcDanifli  conful,  who  had  a  very  hand- 
fume  wife.  Under  various  pretences  he 
engaged  the  huiband  to  go  to  Holland  ; 
fome  time  alter  he  dicvved  a  feigned  let¬ 
ter,  mentioning  the  confuTs  death,  and 
manied  his  Wife,  whom  he  novvcairies 
with  him  inV  Syria.  Not  long  after  the 
Danitli  r^tident  at  Conftantinoplc  received 
liom  the  Tixd  advice  of  the  luppofcd 
dead  confui,  fo  that  Montague  is  tiot  fafe 
in  any  ot  the  Grand  Seignior’s  doml- 
nion&.” 

On  the  13th  March  i;66,  his  relation 
of  the  journey  from  Cairo,  in  Kgypt,  to 
the  Written  Mountains  in  the  dcferls 
of  Sinai,  in  a  letter  dated  from  Pifa, 
Decerr.her  2.  1745,  was  read  before  the 
Koyai  Society.  He  was  then  about  to 
return  to  the  lAft,  and  in  1768  it  was  faid 
in  the  public  papers  that  he  had  been 
received  with  uriCommon  refped  at  Con- 
Itantinople,  after  patnng  through  Saloui- 
ca,  and  vitw’ing  the  iilands  in  the  Archi¬ 
pelago.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1773  was  at  Roleito,  in  Egypt,  which 
he  quitted  in  June,  and  was  at  the  La- 
rtretto  eff  Leghorn  in  the  fame  month. 
From  thence  he  wcol  t»>  V’enice,  whtie 
he  Itaycd  above  two  years,  during  w  hich 
time  he  was  vifited  by  Dr  Moore,  winde 
account,  in  hig  View  of  Society  and  Man¬ 
ners  in  Italy,  is  too  curious  to  be  omit¬ 
ted.  It  is  as  follow  s  : 

“  Hearing  that  Mr  Montague  ref.dcd 
at  Venice,  tl.e  Duke  of  Han  i’.twn  has 
had  the  curiofity  to  wait  on  that  extra¬ 
ordinary  man.  He  m.ct  his  Grace  at  the 
ftair-hcad,  and  led  us  through  fome  a- 
partments  turnithed  in  the  Venetian  man¬ 
ner,  into  an  inner  rount,  in  quite  a  dit- 
fcrer.t  ftylc.  There  were  no  chairs  ;  but 
hcdefircd  us  to  feat  oiirfdvcson  a  fopba, 
whilif  he  placed  himfe’f  on  a  cuOiion  on 
the  floor,  with  his  legs  crofled  in  the 
Turkidj  tendon.  A  young  black  Have  fat 
by  him,  and  a  vencruble  old  nun,  with 
a  long  beard,  fcrvtd  Ui  with  ccllcc. 

**  After  this  collation  fume  aromatic 
gums  were  brought  and  burnt  in  a  liittc 
lilver  vcfTel.  Mr  Montague  held  hig  nofc 
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over  the  Itcam  for  fome  minutes,  and 
tnuficd  up  the  perfume  with  peculiar 
fatisfaction ;  he  afterwards  endeavoured 
to  colhet  the  Imoke  with  his  handir, 
fprtading  and  nibbing  it  carefully  along 
his  beard,  which  hung  in  hoary  ringlets 
to  his  girdle.  Tins  nunner  of  pertu.m- 
ing  the  beard  ftcms  mure  cleanly,  aad 
lather  an  improvement  utxni  that  tifcd 
by  the  Jews  in  ancient  times,  as  deferi- 
bed  in  the  Pfalms  tranllatcd  by  Stcrnhold 
and  Hopkins: 

“  "Pis  like  the  precious  ointment  that 

“  Was  pour’d  011  Aaron’s  hcatl, 

“  Whicli  from  the  beard  down  to  the 
“  Ikirts 

Of  his  rich  garments  fpread.” 

Or,  as  the  Scotch  tranflatioii  has  if, 

“  Like  precious  ointment  on  the  head, 

“  That  down  the  beard  did  ilow, 

**  Fvtn  Aarijn’s  bea’d,  and  to  the  Ikirts 
Did  of  his  garment  go.” 

“  Which  of  thefe  veriions  is  prefer¬ 
able,  I  leave  to  tlic  critics  in  Hebrew'  and 
Lngliili  potfy  to  rletcrniiiie.  I  hope, 
for  the  lake  of  David’s  reputation  as  a 
poet,  that  neither  tiave  letaiiuil  ail  the 
fpirii  of  the  original.  W'c  had  a  great 
deal  of  converfation  with  this  venerable- 
looking  perfon,  who  is  to  the  lalt  degree 
acute,  Ci>mmunicativc,  and  entertaining, 
and  in  whofe  difeourfe  and  manners  arc 
blended  the  vivacity  of  a  Frcncliman  with 
the  gravity  of  a  Turk.  VVe  found  him, 
however,  wonderfully  prejudiced  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  I  he  Tii'kifli  cliaraj^lcrs  and  mau- 
ncis,  which  he  thinks  infinitely  preferable 
to  the  Luiupcan,  or  thok*  oi  any  other 
nation. 

“  He  deferibes  the  Turks  in  general 
as  a  people  of  gr<  ;»t  Iciile  ami  integrity, 
the  molt  hofpitable,  gererou?,  and  the 
happiHl  ol  inaiikind.  He  talks  of  le- 
turniiig  as  fo^’fi  .Tiv  p^'flible  to  K/rpy', 
which  he  piinls  as  a  pcrlc^t  paiadife, 
and  tfiinks,  that  haj  it  n(*t  bten  othet- 
w'lie  ordeicd,  tt>r  wife  purp  )!.•»,  of 
which  It  docs  not  brct»me  ns  t(»  jinh'r, 
the  C'hddren  ot  Ilrael  would  ccitaiiily 
have  cholcii  to  feme  ill  whcie  t!*cy  w  tu  , 
ari<!  have  tiide^vourc  i  to  diive  the  K- 
gyptir.ns  to  the  1  md  ot  Canaan. 

**  'I'hongh  Mr  Montague  hardly  ever 
ftirs  abroad,  he  uturued  the  Duke’e  vi- 
fit ;  and  as  wc  were  not  provided  w-th 
cudiious,  he  tat  while  he  fta'd  upon  a 
fopha,  wKtJ  hii  Itgs  uinlcr  1dm,  at  I.e 
kid  dune  at  his  own  huufc.  i  nii  put- 
4  K  lure. 
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ture,  by  a  lonp  habit,  is  now  bi'come 
the  mo!t  agreeable  to  him,  and  he  inlifts 
on  its  being  by  far  the  moft  natural  and 
convenient ;  but,  indeed,  he  feems  to 
chtrilh  the  fame  opinion  with  regard  to 
all  the  cuftoms  which  prevad  among  the 
Turks.  I  could  i  ot  help  mentioning 
one  which  I  fufpeiftvd  would  be  thought 
both  unnatural  and  inconvenient  by  at 
lealt  one  half  of  the  htiman  race,  that  of 
the  men  bemg  allowed  to  engrofs  as  many 
women  as  they  can  maintain,  and  confin¬ 
ing  them  to  the  moft  infipid  of  all  lives, 
within  their  harems.  “  No  doubt,”  re¬ 
plied  he,  “  the  w’om'  n  are  all  enemies  to 
polyganiy  and  concubinage  ;  and  there 
is  rcafi>n  to  imagine  i!»ai  iliis  avt-rfion 
of  theirs,  joined  to  the  grea»  inftucncc 
tliey  have  in  all  Ch:  ill  Van  countries,  has 
prevented  Maoomttanifm  from  m. king 
any  progrefs  in  Kurope.  The  Ttiikilh 
men,  on  the  other  haiul  conliniiol 
lie,  “  have  an  avcilion  to  Chriiftanity, 
equal  to  that  which  the  Chrillian  women 
liave  to  the  religion  of  Mahomet,  Au* 
Ticulir  confefli.  n  is  perfectly  horrUMc  lo 
their  imagination  ;  —  no  Turk  of  any  de¬ 
licacy  would  ever  allow  his  wife,  parti¬ 
cularly  if  he  had  but  one,  to  hold  private 
conference  with  a  man,  on  any  pretext 
whatever.** 

“  I  took  notice,  that  this  avcrfnin  to 
auricular  confeftion  could  not  be  a  reafon 
for  the  Turk’s  d'flike  to  the  Proteftant 
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that  is  t('  lay,  the  male  part  ofChnaians. 
ll  is  impollibie,”  added  Mr  Monracur, 
“  to  d-^ive  It  out  of  the  head  of  a  M-ifful! 
man,  that  wtimco  are  creatures  of  ^  pj. . 
ordinate  fpeci'  8,  cnea»ed  merely  lo  com¬ 
fort  and  atnulc  mtn  dining  jlici:  j.uirr.ry 
Ihrtjugi)  ihit*  vain  world,  hm  liy  no  means 
veofihy  of  accompuiyinc  believers  to  pa.

“  It  is  necdlefs  to  relate  to  yor.  any 
moie  of  our  converfation.  A  lady  to 
whom  I  was  giving  an  account  of  it  the 
day  on  w’hie.h  it  happened,  could  with 
dilftculry  allow'  inc  to  proceed  thus  far 
in  rnv  narrative,  but  inurrupting  me 
with  impatience,  Iht  fiid,  ftie  was  fur- 
prifed  I  could  repeat  all  «he  nonfcr.r.cal, 
impious  maxims  of  thofe  odious  Maho* 
inetans;  and  Ihe  thought  Mr  Montague 
lliuuld  be  feiii  back  to  ITgypi,  with  his 
liuig  beard,  and  nt»t  be  allowed  to  pro¬ 
pagate  ('pinions,  the  bare  mention  of 
which,  however  reafonable  they  might  ap¬ 
pear  to  Turks,  ougtU  not  to  be  tolerated 
ill  any  Chrillian  land.'* 

From  an  extra»fl  of  a  letter  to  him, 
dated  Sept.  aj.  1775,  we  find  he  was 
then  meditating  a  voyage  to  Mecci  and 
M»*dina  ;  but  in  the  execution  ct  tins 
feheme  he  was  prevented  by  his  death, 
which  happened  fome  time  early  in  the 


religion.  “  Thai  is  true,*’  faid  he; 

but  you  have  other  tenets  in  comuum 
with  the  Catholics,  W'hich  renders  your 
religion  as  odious  as  their;*.  You  forbid 
polygamy  and  concubin  age,  which  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Turks,  who  obey  the  di^latts 
of  the  religion  they  enabr.ice,  is  confider- 
cd  as  an  intolerable  haidlbip.  Hefidcs, 
the  idea  which  your  religion  gives  of 
heaven  is  by  no  means  to  their  talte. — If 
they  believed  your  account,  they  would 
think  it  the  moft  tirefome  and  ri'mtort- 
lefs  place  in  the  univerfc,  and  not  one 
Turk  among  a  thoufand  would  goto  the 
Chrillian  heaven  if  he  had  it  in  his  choice. 
Laftly,  rhe  Chrillian  religion  confideis 
svomcn  as  creatures  upon  a  level  with 
men,  and  equally  entitled  to  everv  en¬ 
joyment  both  here  and  hereafter r  When 
the  Turks  arc  told  this.”  added  he, 
I  ••  they  arc  not  furprifeJ  at  being  infor- 

j  med  alfo,  that  women,  in  general,  arc 

better  Chrillians  thin  men  ;  but  they 
arc  perfe<itly  aftoniftied  that  an  opini<u», 
which  they  think  fi  cor.trary  to  common 
fcnlC|  ftiouM  fubtift  among  the  faiional,

It  has  been  faid  by  the  rewTptper- 
\vi iter  already  quoted,  that  in  his  paf* 
fage  from  Marlci’les  to  Kngland  lie  w’as 
choaked  with  tlie  bone  of  a  fig- 
bit  d  ;  but  this  may  be  doubted,  ffs  it 
fceins  Certain  that  I’C  had  no  intention 
of  returning  home  ;  and  from  Mrs  Pioz« 
zi’s  “  Travelti”  it  mav  be  conjeiftured 
that  he  died  in  Italy.  That  Lady,  in  her 
obfi  I yalions  in  a  join  ney  through  Italy, 
Ipeaking  of  Mr  Montague’s  mother, 
fays, 

“  Surely  flic  bad  then  prefent  to  her 
warm  imagination  a  favourite  Crtfti'io  la 
llie  Piazza  St  Marco.  I'hai  her  learn* 
ed  and  highly-accomplillied  fon  iruhi- 
bed  her  taftc  and  talents  for  fenfual  de¬ 
lights,  has  been  long  known  in  England, 
it  is  not  fo,  perhaps,  that  there  is  a 
Ihowy  monument  eiedled  to  his  memo* 
ry  at  Padua,  felting  forth  his  variety 
and  cempafs  of  kn  ivvlcdge,  in  ^ 

Latin  infeription.  The  good  old  monk

In  a  letter  which  Mr  Montague  wrote 
to  Mr  Laine,  of  Florence,  is  this  palVagc: 

“  I  have  been  making  fome trials,  that 
have  not  a  little  conliibuted  to  the  im¬ 
provement  of  my  organic  fyftem.  i  have 
converfed  with  the  nobles  in  Germany, 
and  ferved  my  apprentiedhip  in  the  fei- 
tnee  of  horfematid.Ip  at  their  cotinlry- 
fiats.  1  have  lieen  a  labourer  in  the 
fields  of  Switzerland  and  HoD.and,  and 
have  not  difdainetl  the  humble  piofciriuiii 
of  polliiion  and  ploughman  — I  all'umcd 
at  Paris  the  ridiculjus  chara^ler  of  a  ft* 
tit  viaitrc  —  \  was  an  at»bc  at  Rome — i  put 
on,  at  Hamburgh,  the  Lutheran  rutF, 
and,  with  a  triple  chin  and  a  formal 
countenance,  I  dealt  ab  ‘Ut  me  the  word 
of  God,  fi)  as  in  excite  the  envy  of  the 
clergy — 1  acMcd  fuccrllively  all  the  parts 
till*  Fielding  has  ildlribed  in  his  Julian 
— My  fate  was  fimilar  to  that  of  a  guinea, 
v^  iiicli  at  one  time  is  in  the  hands  o(  a 
Queen,  and  at  aiiolher  is  in  the  lob  of  a 
gitafy  flVaelilc.” 

“  From  the  Proteflant  religion  Mr 
Montague,’’  fays  Count  Lamberg,  “went 
over  to  the  laifb  of  Rome,  and  from 
llu'fice  delerted  to  the  moft  rigorous  ob- 
fervatic-i  and  profillion  of  Mahometan- 
ilm.  He  ufed  always  to  leal  his  letters 
with  three  Arabian  figriets,  whicli  had 
fenlences  ot  the  Koran  .  engraven  on 
them.’’  Count  Lambcrg,  who  frw  Mr 
Montague  at  Venice,  deferibes  his  man¬ 
ner  of  living  there  in  the  (ollowiug  terms  : 

“  He  rifes  before  the  fon,  fays  hia 
prayers,  and  performs  Ins  ablutions  and 
lazzis  accoidingtothe  Mahomet.'in  ritual. 
An  hour  after  I.e  awake**  his  inipil,  a  fil¬ 
thy  emigr.inf  of  the  parched  AbsCTinia, 
whom  he  brought  with  him  from  Rufetto 
(  in  Egy[»l)  h.  He  inftruiits  this  dirty 
negro  with  .ill  the  care  and  precilioii  of 
a  philofopher,  both  by  precept  and  exam¬ 
ple  :  he  lays  before  him  the  llrongelt 
proofs  (as  they  appear  to  him)  of  the  re¬ 
ligion  he  teaches  him,  and  he  ratechizes 
liim  in  the  Arabian  language.  The  Moor 
lilicns  to  him  with  the  iiioA  linking 
marks  of  a  pmfourul  and  refpnfttui  Atten¬ 
tion  all  the  time  that  is  eirtpioyed  in 
thefe  It  Ifon^.

dinary  place  of  his  rt Tidcnce  is  at  Kol'ct- 
to,  where  his  wife  lives,  who  is  the 
daughter  of  an  inn  keeper  at  Leghorn, 
and  whom  he  has  forced  to  embrace  the 
Mahometan  religion.  His  income  a* 
mounts  to  about  6000  piaAres,  which  are 
remitted  to  him  from  London  by  his  lif¬ 
ter,  Lady  Bute,  and  40CO from  the  Sub¬ 
lime  FiJrlc  *.  Dining  the  moA  intnife 
cold  he  performs  his  religious  ablutions 
in  cold  water,  rubbing,  at  the  fame  time, 
hit>  hotly  with  fand  fri»m  the  thighs  to 
the  ket  :  his  negro  alfo  pours  frelh  wa¬ 
ter  on  his  head,  and  combs  his  beat  1, 
and  he  alfo  pours  cold  water  nn  the  head 
of  his  ncgui.  To  finillt  this  religious 
ceremony,  he  refumt'  his  pipe,  turns 
towards  the  e.iA,  mutters  fomc  prayers, 
walks  afterwards  for  half  an  hour,  and 
thinks  his  colUe.”

Ct/unt  Lamberg,  in  the  fame  work, 
mentions  a  faculty  belonging  to  MrMon- 
tngiie,  wtiich  appears  fo  extraordinary 
that  we  iiiall  give  it  in  his  own  words  : 

“  Mr  Montague  has  arrived  at  the  art  of 
judging  infallibly  of  a  perfoids  country 
by  his  w  riting,  though  he  writes  in  a  lan¬ 
guage  he  knows  nothing  of.  Me  told 
Mr  Soncccrni,  at  Ferrara,  who  received 
lomc  letters  from  Spain  in  his  company, 
that  that  which  he  held  i:i  his  hand,  Aill 
ui.fealctl,  came  from  an  Ktinuch.  In 
fact,  Farir.elli  had  feiit  him  a  violin, 
which  had  been  played  upon  before  the 
King.  1  cannot  tell  what  this  fecret  is, 
which  is  not  one  of  the  ex  iCt  fei*  nces. 

“  If  Don  Pernetti,  in  his  “  LelVous  up¬ 
on  rhyAogoon.inies,”  had  confulretl  me 
when  he  cnrrpoftd  his  eighth,  I»onld 
have  fupplied  fome  omilhons,  which 
W()iuti  have  tlirown,  perhaps,  Anne  light 
upi.n  his  ruhieCl.  which  he  has  but  IbgOt- 
ly  r^immed  over.

tife  upon  this  wondtrlul  art,  rather  as  a 
perfi>n  convinced  ol  its  truth,  than  dif- 
culling  it  as  a  philofopher.  This  Idcr- 
grapbie,  according  to  him,  is  the  art  ot 
guelling  by  the  hand  writing  of  a  perfon, 
the  litiiation  and  difpolition  he  was  in 
at  the  lime  of  writing.  Gafpar  Schott 
fpcaks  of  it  with  certainty  ;  “  Idtngra- 
phie,”  lavs  he,  “  is  rejected  only  by  the 
ignorant.” 

“  When  we  refictfl  that  there  are  fomc 
times  when  we  write  in  a  hurrv,  others 
when  inconfiAenlly,  heavily,  legibly, 
it  mu  A  be  allowed  that  this  knack,  if 
looke.l  upon  as  trilling,  is  yet  of  lomc 
adv  intage,  according  to  the  ufe  it  is  made 
of  :  it  is  a  fword  by  the  tide  of  a  prudent 
man,  which  is  employed  when  occahon 
requires. 

“  In  1740  Mr  Montague  received  3  let* 
ter  from  London  when  he  was  at  table. 
Lot^king  only  at  the  cover,  without 
breaking  the  feal,  “  Alas  !”  cries  he, 
“  my  friend  is  fick.”— “  Do  you  gocf» 
fo  ?’*  fays  one  of  the  company.  “  1  fee 
it  by  the  writing,”  fays  Mr  Montague, 
“  and  1  beg  you  would  read  out  try  cor- 
refpondent’s  own  wonls,  and  the  dicla* 
ration  ol  his  illnefs.”  This  friend  wasin 
love  with  a  Vv-ry  pretty  woman  in  Lon¬ 
don  ;  and,  having  met  with  crofl^s  cf 
every  kind,  fuAered  the  mr.A  extrava¬ 
gant  and  deepeA  aAlnAli)n  :  his  llle  de¬ 
pended  upon  the  fuccels  ol  his  amour. 
“  And  WMat  a  long  circumlocution  n 
hcie,”  fays  Mr  Montague  ;  “  if  he  bad 
only  f»id  he  was  in  love,  his  malady 
wcuU  have  appeared  at  once.” 

Wc  Hull  only  add,  llul  in  that  maU 
of  crudities,  blunder?,  and  mifreprcicn* 
tatious  publillied  by  Mr  Gralsky,  tlwrc 
is  an  acc<  unt  of  Mr  .Montague  (he  Nu¬ 
gent*.  Tranflatiou,  V\>1.  I.  p-  187.)  ‘U 
which  there  arc  fomc  facL  known  lu 
untrue  and  others  not  to  be  relied  ujwn. 
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who  was  tranflator  of  foreign  letters  to 
Oliver  Cronawell.  This  “  John  Milton” 
is  now  known  by  means  of  his  works 
throughout  all  Europe,  when  the  o- 
other  is  forgot.  In  like*  manner  Gavin 
Hamilton,  whole  name,  on  account  of 
the  great  value  of  his  paintings,  and 
the  high  price  even  of  the  excellent  en¬ 
gravings  trom  them  by  Cunego,  is  fcarce- 
ly  known  to  his  countrymen,  nnlefs  a* 
niong  dilettanti  and  connoillViirs,  will 
be  ur.iverfally  known  in  lime  thioiigh- 
out  all  Europe,  long  after  the  memory 
of  theperfon  who  now  introduces  him  to 
their  notice  in  thefe  llighl  Ikctchcs  lliall 
be  loft  in  that  dai  k  oblivii)!),  which  fooii- 
cror  later  awaits  all  fublunary  things. 

Mr  Hamilton,  who  is  defcendiil  of  a 
rtrpe*51al)le  family  originally  of  Fife, 
now  in  Lanarkftiire,  difeovered  from  his 
infancy  a  great  predilection  for  Iiillt>iic 
painting,  and  at  a  very  early  period  of 
life  went  to  Rome,  theic  to  perft  .it  him* 
feifinthat  branch  of  the  fine  arts.  On 
bis  return  to  Britain,  after  fcvcral  years 
abfence,  his  frienvis  wiihed  him  to  apply 
himfclf  to  Portrait  painting,  and  he  W'as 
overperfuaded  to  do  a  little  in  that  walk ; 
but  leelinghis  mind  imprclVed  with  high¬ 
er  ideas  of  his  art  than  C(»nld  be  thus 
attained,  he  abandoned  that  line,  and 
attached  himfclf  entirely  to  Ikelclies  in 
liiftoric  compofnion,  w’hich  gave  full 
fcope  to  the  developement  ol  ihji'e  great 
ideas  he  had  conceived. 

Of  his  portraits  few  are  to  he  fonrul 
in  Hiitain.  The  bell  of  thtfe  that  have 
come  to  my  knowledge  are  two  full 
lengths  of  the  late  Duke  and  Duchefs 
of  Hamilton.  'Phe  Portrait  of  the  Duke 
with  a  gun  in  his  hand,  is  tafy,  nttur.il, 
and  poli'eflesa  degree  of  excellence  net 
nfually  attained  in  Ihirgs  of  that  nature*. 
The  bgurc  ol  the  Dnche*fs,  with  a  grey¬ 
hound  leaping  up  ori  her,  is  we‘II  known 
by  the*  Me//otinto  prints  done  from  it, 
thil  arc  to  be  feen  every  where.  'Ih) 
this,  as  to  moll  of  his  female  figures,  Mr 
Hamilton  has  given  more  of  dignity  ihaa 
eale  ;  and  the  obferver  In  vain  looks  for 
tknt  winning  foltnefs,  that  attractive 
mildnefs,  which  is  the  etlencc  of  llic 
irrcfilllbic  pjwer  of  female  charms  f

In  his  Hiftorical  compofiticriTij  fomc 
of  which  have  come  to  Britain,  but  w  hich 
to  thofc  who  bave  not  made*  the  tour  of 
Europe  iiuid  b.  known  chiefly  by  the 
prints  dune  from  them,  Mr  Hamilton 
plainly  difcnvcr>  that  he  has  ftudied  (he 
challc  models  of  antiquity  that  arc  to  be 
found  fo  cafily  in  Italy,  with  more  atten¬ 
tion  than  the  living  figurts  around  him. 
This  has  given  to  hts  paintings  ol  An¬ 
cient  hiftorics  ihal  pri»piitty  with  regard 
to  colliime  which  ditliuguilhes  them 
from  mofl  modern  ciunpofiiions,  and  a 
dignity  of  manner  that  is  feidom  attain* 
ed  by  tlu*re  wiio  make  living  charadcra 
the  principal  cbjeifl  ot  their  ftudics  :  he 
has  at  the  fame  time  .iviiidcil  that  mar< 
ble-Iikc  flitlnefs  which  fo  powerfully  cha- 
radleriics  the  otherwile  fine  paintings  of 
Nicholas  Poufl'in. 

One  of  his  greatt  ft  works  is  his  Ho¬ 
mer,  confitling  ot  .a  fcrics  of  pi^Jluies  re 
prefcnling  feenes  taken  fiom  the  Iliad. 
Theft*  have  been  difperfed  into  various 
parts  ot  Europe,  and  ran  now'  only  be 
feeuiin  one  coniinned  ferics  in  the  tx- 
cclicnt  engravings  ot  them  by  Cunego 
made  under  the  eye  of  Mr  Hamilton  him 
fclf.  Several  of  thefe  paintings  came  to 
Brit.iin  ;  bill  I  know  ot  Only  three  of 
them  vvliich  have  reached  Scotland.  One 
of  llnfe,  the  parting  of  Hector  am!  An 
dromache.  is  in  the  pofl'itriuii  of  the 
Duke  o»  Hamilton  ;  another  reprefents 
tliedeatn  ot  Lucretia,  in  the  colle^tlion 
ot  the  Kill  ol  Hopetoun,  and  is  deemed 
by  all  judges  a  nmlt  capital  pcrform.ancc 
and  (he  taird  ii  in  (he  houfe  ot  Mra  Scott 
ill  the  neighbourhood  of  Eilinburgh.  It 
repreients  AehillCb  dragging  tiie  biuly  of 
Ht ^^lor  round  the  wails  ot  Trtiy.  'i’liis

ages  and  delcrip’ions :  they  have  very 
good  tedfi  in  general  ;  and  their  hair  ia 
lliort,  firong,  andcnrly,  and  as  they  feem 
to  have  no  method  of  cleaning  or  combing 
it,  it  is  rhtref  irc  iil:hy  and  m  itted.  The 
men  wear  their  beauls,  wdnoh  are  lliort 
and  curly,  like  the  hair  of  the  head. 
Men,  women,  ar.d  chiUlrcn  go  entirely 
inked,  as  deferibed  by  Captain  Cooke. 
They  feem  to  have  no  fixed  place  of  re- 
fulence,  but  take  their  relt  wherever 
night  overtakes  them  :  they  generally 
llulter  themfeivcs  in  fuch  cavities  t)r  hol¬ 
lows  in  the  rocks  upon  the  fea-lhore,  as 
may  be  capable  of  defending  them  Ironi 
the  rain,  and  in  ortlei  lo  make  their  a- 
partment  as  comfort  able  as  pofTible,  they 
commonly  m  .kc  a  good  fire  in  it  before 
they  lie  dtiwntordl ;  by  w  hich  means,  the 
rock  all  around  them  is  lo  healed  as  to 
retain  its  warmth  like  an  oven  for  a  con- 
fidcrable  time ;  and  upon  a  little  grals^ 
which  is  previoufiy  pullid  and  dried,  they 
lie  down  and  huddle  together.

Where- 
cver  you  fee  rocks  in  this  country,  cither 
oa  the  fea-ihorc  or  in  the  interior  parts, 
as  they  arc  all  of  this  foft  faudy  kind, 
you  are  lure  of  finding  plenty  of  fuch 
caves. 

In  the  woods,  where  the  country  is 
rot  very  rocky,  we  fometimes  met  with 
a  piece  of  the  bark  tf  a  tree,  bent  in  the 
middle,  and  fet  upon  the  ends,  with  a 
piece  let  up  againft  that  end  on  which  the 
wind  blows.  This  hut  ferves  them  tor  a 
habitation,  and  will  contain  a  w’hole  fa¬ 
mily  ;  for,  when  the  weather  is  cold, 
which  is  frequently  the  cafe  in  winter, 
they  find  it  necclfary  to  lie  very  clofe, 
lor  the  benefit  ot  that  warmth  to  which 
each  muturdly  contributes  a  fliare.  Thcfc 


reafon  to  believe,  that  ihofe  fires  were 
intended  to  clear  that  part  of  the  country 
through  which  they  have  frequent  occa- 
fion  to  travel,  of  the  brufli  or  underwood, 
from  which  they,  being  naked,  fuffer 
very  great  inconvenience.  The  fires, 
which  we  very  frequently  faw-,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  fummer-time,  account  alfo 
for  an  appearance,  which,  w  hen  we  ar¬ 
rived  here,  wc  were  much  perplexed  to 
undcrftandthecaufeof ;  this  was,  that  two 
thirds  of  the  trees  in  the  woods  were  ve¬ 
ry  much  fcorchcd  with  fire,  fome  were 
burnt  quite  black,  up  to  the  top:  as  to 
the  caule  of  this  appearance  wc  differed 
much  in  our  opinions  ;  but  it  is  now  plain, 
that  it  has  ever  been  occafioned  by  the 
fires,  which  the  natives  fo  frequent¬ 
ly  make,  and  which  W’e  have  feen  reach 
the  higheft  branches  of  the  trees  :  wc 


hatkhuls,  (it  they  deferve  even  the  name  fometimes,  upon  our  arrival  here,  con 
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of  huts)  are  intended,  as  we  have  lately 
difeovered,  for  ihofc  who  are  employed 
in  hunting  the  kangaroo,  opolVums,  or, 
in  Ihort,  any  other  animals  which  urc  to 
be  found  in  the  woods  ;  for  at  certain 
feafons,  when  thofe  animals  are  in  plenty.

We  had  reafon  to  believe,  that  the

catching  them.  As  moft  of  the  large  trees 
are  hollow,  by  being  rotten  in  the  heart, 
the  opoifiim,  kangaroo,  rat,  fquirrel, 
and  various  other  animals  which  inha¬ 
bit  the  woods,  when  they  are  purliied, 
commonly  ran  into  the  hollow  of  a 
tree:  in  order,  therefore,  to  make  furc 
of  them,  which  they  feldom  fail  in, 
when  they  find  them  in  the  tree,  one  man 
climbs  even  the  tallelf  tree  w’ith  much 
cafe,  by  means  of  notches  at  convenient 
tlillances,  that  arc  made  w'ith  a  ftonc 
hatchet  ;  when  he  is  arrived  at  the  top,  or

bone.  We  have  foinctimes,  in  fine  wea¬ 
ther,  feen  a  man  lying  arrofs  a  canoe, 
with  hi»  face  in  the  water,  and  his  filh- 
gig  immerfed.  ready  for  darting :  in  this 
manner  he  lie.^  ntotioidefs,  and  by  his 
face  being  a  little  tinder  the  furtace,  he 
can  fee  the  filh  diltinCtly  ;  but  w-ere  his 
eyes  above,  the  Ireainlous  motion  of  the 
furface,  ocealioned  by  every  light  air 
of  wiiu!,  would  prevent  his  fight ;  in  this 
manner  they  ttrike  at  the  fi)h  with  fo 
much  certainty,  that  they  rcldt)m  mifs 
their  aim.  The  women  are  chiefly  em 
ploved  in  the  canoes,  with  lines  and 
hooks ;  the  lines  appear  to  be  manii- 
fadnred  from  the  hark  v)f  various  trees 
w  hich  we  found  here,  of  a  tough  ftringy 
nature,  and  which,  after  being  beaten 
between  two  ftones  for  forne  time,  be¬ 
comes  very  much  like,  and  the  fame 
colour  as  a  quantity  of  oakum  made 
from  old  rope  :  this  they  fpiii  and  twiit 
into  two  ftrands  :  in  fsdt,  1  never  faw  a 
line  with  mi>re  than  two.

In  this 
neccflTsry  employment  of  tilhii.g,  wc 
fretjucnlly  faw  a  woman  with  two  or 
three  children  in  a  miferable  boat,  ihe 
bighrfi  part  t)f  which  was  liot  fix  iricfica 
above  the  furl.'.ce  of  the  water,  wafhing 
almoll  ill  the  edge  of  a  fiirf,  which  would 
frighten  an  old  feaman  to  come  near  in  a 
good  and  manageable  vcflel.  The  yimng- 
til  child,  if  very  fmall,  lies  acrofs-  the 
mother’s  lap,  from  whence,  although 
file  is  fully  employed  in  fiihing,  it  cannot 
fall ;  tor  the  boat  being  very  ihallow, 
file  fiu  in  Ihr  bottom,  with  her  knees 
up  to  her  bread,  and  between  her  knees 
and  body,  the  chiid  l  es  rcrledily  fecure. 
The  men  alfo  dive  tor  fiicll-fiih,  which 
they  take  oft  the  r^'Cics  under  water; 
we  trt  quentlyf  aw  them  leap  lror.i  a  rock. 
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into  tfu  hirf  ui  broken  watir,  and  re¬ 
main  a  furpiiling  time  utuler  ;  when  they 
rife  to  the  furface,  whatever  they  have 
gathered  they  throw  on  fiiore,  w’here  a 
perfon  attends  to  receive  it,  and  has  a 
fire  ready  kindled  for  cooking.  Tncy 
have  ni»  t)ihcT  method  of  die  (ling  their 
fojxl,  than  that  of  broiling.  boiling 
water  they  have  no  conception  of,  as  ap¬ 
peared  very  lately  ;  for  when  one  of  our 
boats  w'as  hauling  the  feine,  one  of  the 
failors  had  put  a  pot  on  the  fire  ready  to 
drefs  fome  fiib,  and  when  the  water  waa 
boiling,  fome  iilh  were  put  in  ;  but  fc- 
veral  natives,  who  were  near,  and  who 
w'iliicil  to  have  more  fitli  than  had  been 
given  them,  feeing  ’he  filli  put  into  the 
pot,  ami  no  pt  rlviu  w-afchiiig  »hem,  a  na¬ 
tive  pul  his  tiand  into  the  boiling  water 
to  take  the  filh  out,  a*  d  was  of  courfc 
fc allied,  and  exceedingly  attonilhed. 

With  rclpeilt  to  religion,  we  liave  not 
been  able  vet  to  dilVovcr  that  they  have 
any  thing  like  an  obje^it  of  adorali»m  ;

a  declaration  of  them  within  twenty- 
four  liours,  under  pain  of  ten  years  im- 
prifonment  in  chains,  an<l  fines  iqnal  to 
the  value  ot  the  undeclared  objc»il  ;  halt 
to  be  given  to  the  informer. 

III.  The  executive  power  is  required 
to  exjxedite  this  decree,  this  day,  by  cou- 
I iers  extraordinary. 

IV.  Every  public  oAiccr  who  miy  be 
coTividli'd  of  having  neglei5teil  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  prtleni  decree,  lhall  he  pu- 
nillied  with  ten  years  impiilonment  in 
irons.

Valiz.e  ftabbed  himfelf  as  foon  as  he 
heard  his  fcn’ence.  The  Tribunal  order¬ 
ed  that  the  body  of  the  Tuicicle  fliould  be 
conveyed  feparately  in  a  cart  to  the  Place 
de  la  Revolution,  to  be  afterwards  inter¬ 
red  in  the  fame  place  with  the  bodies  of 
the  other  perfons  condemned. 

The  execution  took  place  on  the  31II, 
between  eleven  and  twelve  forenoon.

King,  whom  they  have  fo  loon  tollow’ed 
to  the  fcaflbld. 

On  Nov.  6.  Philip  Egalite,  ci-devant 
Duke  or  Orleans,  was  brought  before  the 
revolutionary  tribunal,  lie  was  fenien- 
ced  at  two  o’clock,  and  was  executed  at 
five.

Gobet,  the  arcl.bifliop  of  Paris,  at¬ 
tended  by  his  vicar,  at)jured  his  epifeo- 
pal  f'nnrflions,  and  the  religion  of  Chrift. 
He  was  followed  by  feveral  other  priefts. 
They  were  received  with  applaufe,  and 
with  the  civic  kifs  on  the  part  of  the  Pre- 
lident. 

David  propnfed,  that  a  Coloflal  Mo¬ 
nument  be  raifed  in  the  hall  of  the  com¬ 
monalty  of  Paris,  to  manifeft  the  fup- 
prclfion  of  all  Religious  Worfldp.  This 
colofTus  is  to  bear  upon  its  front  the 
w»ord  Light;  upon  the  bread,  Nature  and 
Truth  ;  and  upon  the  arms,  Strength  and 
Courage ! 

The  Convention  decreed  the  whole, 
referving  to  its  own  diferetion  the  digefl 
of  the  motion. 

II.  It  was  decreed,  upon  the  motion 
of  Chabof,  “  That  a  decree  of  accufation 
fhall  not  be  iflued  againft  a  merabtr, 
without  hti  bcin;^  previoufly  heard  ;  but 


that  notwithflanding,  upon  the  report  of 
the  committee,  he  may  be  pul  under 
arreft,  and  all  his  papers  fealeu.” 

A  numerous  proceflion  filed  off  in  the 
hall,  accompanied  by  national  mufic. 
Surrounded  by  them  appeared  a  young 
woman  of  the  fined  figure,  arrayed  in 
the  robes  of  Liberty,  and  featcil  in  a 
chair  ornamented  w  ith  leaves  in  fefloons. 
She  was  placed  opp  .file  the  Prefident^ 
and  Chainnctte  fiid, — “  Fanaticifm  has 
ab.andoned  the  place  of  Truth  ;  fijuint- 
cy*d,  it  could  not  bear  the  brilliant  light. 
You  fee  it  ;  w’e  have  not  taken  for  our 
feflivals  inanimate  idols;  it  is  a  chef 
d’cciivrc  of  nature  whom  wc  have  array* 
cd  in  the  habit  of  Liberty  :  The  people 
h.ave  but  one  cry — No  more  altars,  no 
more  Priefts,  nt)  other  God  but  the  God 
of  nature. — We  their  Magiftrates,  wc 
accompany  them  from  the  Temple  nf 
Truth  to  the  Temple  of  Laws,  to  cele¬ 
brate  a  new  Liberty,  and  to  requefl  that 
the  ci-devant  church  of  Notre  Dame  IvC 
changed  into  a  Temple  confecrated  to 
Reafon  and  Truth.” 

This  propofal,  converted  into  amotion, 
was  immediately  decreed  ;  and  the  Con¬ 
vention  afterwards  declared,  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Paris,  on  this  day,  continued  tO 
dcTerve  w'ell  of  the  Country. 

The  goddefs  then  fcated  herfelf  by  the 
Pi ffijemt,  who  gave  her  a  fraternal  em¬ 
brace.  The  Secretaries  prefented  them- 
fclves  to  lhare  the  fame  blifs  ;  every  one 
was  eager  to  facrilice  to  the  new  Divinity, 
whom  fo  many  falutations  did  not  in  the 
lead  difconcert.  The  members  then 
filed  off  with  the  goddefs  at  their  head, 
and  followed  by  a  number  of  girls  drefled 
in  while — mnlic  playing.  They  with 
great  pomp  converted  the  church  of  No¬ 
tre  Dime  into  the  Temple  of  Truth. 

14.  After  long  debate  the  Convention 
decreed,  that  the  honours  of  the  Pan¬ 
theon  be  granted  to  Marat,  fufpendinp, 
in  this  inflance,  the  decree  which  de¬ 
clares  that  thefe  honours  fhall  never  be 
granted  till  ten  years  alter  the  performs 
death.

Sir,  Toulon,  0<7.  3. 

In  my  difpstch  of  Sept.  24.  I  had  the 
honour  to  inform  you,  that  the  enemy 
had  bc»*n  more  aClive  than  previous  to 
that  period  ;  they  occaitonally  cannon*- 
aded  our  d.fferent  ports,  and  had  ap¬ 
proached  bodies  of  men  to  various  points, 
to  attract  our  attention.  On  Sepf.  30. 
at  night,  they  entered  upon  a  daring  and 
defperate  projeCt,  that  met  with  a  mott 
unaccountable  fucccl's,  which  fortunate¬ 
ly  was  not  ot  long  duration. 

The  port  of  Faron  being  the  point  at 
which  the  enemy  determined  to  make  an 
attempt  to  render  themfelvts  maltcrs  of 
Toulon,  they  carried  their  drfign  into 
execution  on  the  night  or  Sept.  30.  The 
piquet  of  60  men,  being  driven  from  the 
Fas  de  la  Maique  about  day-break,  re¬ 
tired  to  the  redoubt  of  Farcn,  which  they 
found  abandoned  by  the  Spanifh  garri- 
fon.  The  enemy  fome  li.mc  after  took 
pofTtlTion  of  the  redoubt,  and  of  the 
v^  hole  luminit  of  this  almoft  inacceirtbic 
n.our.tain.  by  the  polTcflion  ot  iliis  re¬ 
doubt  their  communication  was  open 
with  Li  Valette,  and  with  I. a  Garde, 
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danc  are  eftabliihed  ;  from  both  which 
places  they  received  conli  lerable  rein* 
forcementft.  The  fort  of  Faion,  which 
is  below*  the  redoubt,  having  made  the 
fignal  of  being  prerted  by  the  enemy,  and 
in  want  of  immediate  fuccour.

About  leven  in  the  morning  of  0»5f .  t.

The  abfolutc 
necefhty  of  an  immediate  attack  of  this 
port  Ireing  obvious,  the  nu'rt  pravftieabic 
means  of  regaining  the  fummit  of  the 
mountain,  in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  vvhi> 
were  hourly  receiving  reinforcements, 
and  wlio  were  prepared  for  their  defence, 
became  the  only  lubjeCt  of  dircurtion. 
Adm.  Gravina,  Biig.  Cun.  Sqiiierdo  ot* 
the  Spanilh  troops,  Biig.-Gen  Pnnee  dc 
Pignaiclli  comn»anding  ih.-*  Neapolitan 
troops,  Lt.-Col.  Chevalier  dc  Revel,  Go¬ 
vernors  Goodall,  Kiphmrtone,  and  niy- 
felf,  having  aflemblcd  at  the  government- 
houl'c,  and  confulred  intelligent  peiTona 
acquainted  with  the  pofTible  nccell’es  tD 
the  mountain  on  the  fide  of  Tt>ulvn,  it 
was  determined  to  make  the  attempt  on 
the  weftern  fide.  The  troops  of  the  gar 
rifon  having  been  afTembled  during  the 
time  of  our  deliberation,  I  detached  Capt. 
Beresford  of  tlie  69‘ih  regiment,  with  50 
men,  to  fort  Farou,  to  co-operate  under 
the  Command  of  Gov.  Elphinftone,  ia 
cafe  any  opportunity  thould  offer  ot  ma¬ 
king  a  divertion  on  the  fide  of  the  redoubt 
of  Faron,  in  favour  of  our  main  attack, 
if  wc  Hiould  be  f»»  fortunate  as  to  reacfi 
the  fummit  of  the  mountain,  which  is 
1 718  ftet  above  the  level  of  the  fea.
